PAPER-MAKING IN EGYPT, 

In the suburb of Boulak, tho river-port of 
Cairo, is situated the Daira paper manufac- 
tory, which, before the late war broke oui, 
used'to cmploy regularly moro than’ 200 

, hands, almost all aatives. Most of the paper 
turned out iy used for packing purposes in 
tho Kuedivul sugar factories ; but-thoro ate 
also manufactured in the coursa-of the year 
some 70,000 reams of very fair writing and 
Printing.paper, which more than-supply the 
demand of the Government afficaa of Chiro 
and Alexandria and the requireionte of the 
national progs. Tho writing paper is manu- 
factured specially for. Arabic writing, and 
to auit the ‘peculiar atylo.of Oriental pon- 
wanehip ; and therefore what is produced‘ot 
this sort in excess of the requirements of the 
countey is exported eastward, a goéd deal of 
it going to Arabia, aud.a fow bales even to 
Todis. for the use of our Moslem fellow anb- 
jects, Linen and cotton raga are’ used to a 
certain extent.in the Boula factory; but 
the interidr of tho atalk of the’ mcar-cane 
suppliea the Cairane paporemekir with’ an 
‘inexhaustible supply of vary’ workable ma- 
terial; while, inthe production of what \is 
ealled “etraw” paper in Europe, the diffe 
grass plays o very important part, The

The Egyptians appenr to havo 
boon icquainted with the use of the papyrus 
ni tho most remote Pharonic periods; and 
its manufscture was A Government moaopo- 
ly, na poper-muking is to this day at Boulak. 

_ Tho Cyprus Papyrus grow. almost ontirely 
in Lower Egypt, aud rather in,marshy places 
oc ponds formed by'tha inundations of tho 
Nile than‘on tho” banks” of the “great “river 
itsolf, Teninh gives us also to understand
